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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Amendments appear to overcome objections to tlie 
claims and rejections under 35 USC 1 12. However, overcoming the rejections under 35 (JSC 1 12 by amendment may require further 
consideration. 

Regarding rejections made under 35 USC 103, arguments state the Shaffer reference may not "define a phase in a transmission cycle 
based on a receive time of the end of a telegram or data packet." Examiner respectfully disagrees. Shaffer teaches network devices that 
extend a backoff time, before sending a packet, to the end of a current transmission on a bus. Extension of a backoff time may be treated 
as characterizing a transmission phase based on a receive time of the end of a packet because detecting activity on the bus may be treated 
as receiving the packet. Therefore, when a device determines the end time of activity on a bus, it determines receiving the end of the 
packet (columns 4-5, lines 59-10). The rejections are maintained. 
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
